Of those leaving school, about 95'/i have been recommended for 
remunerative jobs in the various departments of the institution; part of the 
remaining 5 '/r were released and the remainder excused from further attend- 
ance by reason of some disability. 

The law provides that each student is entitled to 30 days good time 
for each forty weeks acceptable school attendance, and of this number 86 
have received such merit: 47 of whom received their first thirty days, 29, 
their second thirty days, 8, their third thirty days and 2 their fourth thirty 
days. 

The number of classes and grades have remained the same as given 
in last report, changes in inmate teachers being necessary by reason of 
discharge or promotion. 

The inmate teachers as a rule are enthusiastic in their work, which 
spirit is imparted in no small degree to the students. On the whole the 
interest manifested by both teachers and students is appreciably more than 
last year, owing largely to some changes made and methods introduced 
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and followed during that time and which I hope to improve as time and 
opportunity affords. 

Under existing circumstances and conditions the progress of those in 
regular attendance has been all that could be expected. 

Separate and apart from the regular school work, some of the more 
advanced students are doing some very creditable work in the scientific 
study of Agriculture through the Extension Service of Agricultural De- 
partment of the Ohio State University.

CATHOLIC CHAPLAIN'S REPORT 

The average number of Catholics in the institution during the year was 
four hundred and ninety. Of this number four hundred and fifty were white 
and forty colored. The greatest number of Catholics in the institution at 
any one time was five hundred and twenty-three. 

During the period covered by this report, Solemn High Mass was cele- 
brated twice; High Mass three times and Low Mass fifty-one times. 

The average attendance was four hundred and fifty.- Eighty-five per 
cent of Catholic population are regular communicants. 

The average number of weekly communicants was eighty-six with a 
grand total for the year of four thousand, four hundred and eighty-seven. 

Total number of interviews granted during the year was two thousand 
and eighty. 

A semi-weekly Class of Instruction was held throughout the year, the 
average attendance being thirty-five. 

The Holy Name Society, connected with the chapel, held monthly meet- 
ings with an average attendance of seventy-five. 

There are employed in this department four men, viz.: One Clerk, 
One Librarian, One Sacristan, One Runner. 



Catholic Library 

During the year many books have been withdrawn from circulation be- 
cause of their complete disintegration due to constant use. Three hundred 
and thirty-five new books have been added. There are at this time twenty- 
three hundred volumns in circulation. They consist of woi-ks on Religion, 
Science, History, Ethics. Biography, Travel and Fiction. There are also n 
large number of bound magazines. In the library will also be found a large 
number of books printed in foreign languages, viz: German, Himgarian, 
Polish, Slavish, Italian and French. 

The average weekly circulation is two hundred and fifty volumns. 

Only books of the highest standard have been allowed on the shelves of 
the Catholic Library. There has been a steadily increasing demand from 
the inmates for books. 

The Catholic Library circulation is not confined to members of the Cath- 
olic congregation.
